DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest: 

in claim 1, "a section for determining whether or not the first data matches first 
type information indicating a type of a first predetermined file system; a section for 
executing a recording process or a reproduction process using the first predetermined 
file system when it is determined that the first data matches the first type information; a 
section for reading second data from a second predetermined position of the data 
recording area when it is determined that the first data does not match the first type 
information; a section for determining whether or not the second data matches second 
type information indicating a type of a second predetermined file system which is 
different from that of the first predetermined file system; and a section for executing a 
recording process or a reproduction process using the second predetermined file system 
when it is determined that the second data matches the second type information". 

Claims 2 & 3 have similar limitations as claim 1 .
